Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daneshvar. 
The text of the above rejection can be found in the prior Office action. 

3. Claims 24, 25, 29, 32-34, 37, and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kraus et aL

5. Claims 28, 30, 31, 36, 38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Daneshvar in view of Crocker et al.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments received at the Office on 02/09/04 have been fully considered but 
they are not entirely deemed to be persuasive. 

8. The claim simply recites a sleeve having a first end, a second end, and a middle section 
wherein the ends are non-distensible and the middle section is distensible. This is a product 
claim. The prior art used in the rejections structurally disclose similar structures as claimed. 
Particularly, both Daneshvar and Kraus disclose a sleeve to be formed as a balloon having a first 
end, a second end, and a middle section wherein the ends are non-distensible and the middle 
section is distensible. 

Accordingly, claims 24-42 remain rejected.
